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CUTTING DOWN THE FORCE. 


The Work of the Census Office Drawing to a 
Close. 

WasHInGTon, June 8.—The clerical force 
in the census office within the next seven 
weeks will probably be reduced about 1,600, in 
addition to 200 reductions in salaries which 
will be made within the present month. This 
reduction in force is due to the fact that work 
in nearly every division of the census office is 
rapidly drawing toa close. There are twenty- 
five divisions in the bureau, with a combined 
clerical force of 3,058. Of this number 1,406 
were employed in the population division and 
these will be retained until July 3ist, when 
the services of at least 900 clerks 
will be dispensed with. Four weeks later 
this force will be further reduced to about 400. 

The next important branch of census work 
isthe division of farms, homes and mort- 
gages. There are 537 persons employed on 
this work which will very likely be completed 
by September15th next, when the clerical 
force will be reduced to 200. Under the pres- 
ent appropriation, work can then be carried for- 
ward until April 1, 1893, but it will be necessary 
for congress to make an additional appropria- 
tion do complete this branch of the work. 

The population division, farms and mort- 
gage and printing divisions, and administra- 
tion division comprise 2,274 of the present 
force of 3,058. The remainder of the force 
comprises 2,274 of special work of the census 
and itis stated that this work is sufticiently 
advanced to admit of decided reductions. 

Six minor divisions have already been 
abolished, and five others have about com- 
pleted their work. In regard tothe condition 
of work of the census it is stated that none of 
the statistical inquiries will have to be aban- 
doned. The aggregate opulation of the 
country by minor civil divisions will have 
been completed, printed and bound in pre- 
liminary form by August Ist, next. By that 
time it is expected 500 pages of the first volume 
ofthe compendium will be ready for the 

rinter. By December or January next it is 
lieved that the volume of the compendium 
relating to population will be printed and ready 
for distribution. It is expected that all 
special work, with the exception of vital 
Statistics, agriculture and manufactures, will 
be completed and ready for the printer by the 
close of the year. 


THE BOARD OF MISSIONS, 


In Which It Is Admitted that Women May 
Speak Publicly. 

Fort Worth, Tex., June 8.—[Special.]— 
The woman’s board of missions, of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, south, is now holding 
its thirteenth annual session in this city. Many 
things point to its being the most memorable 
session in years. Thisis one of the strongest 
church organizations anywhere in the south, 
and has its various conferences, thirty-five in 


all, scattered from Maryland to California. 


The city is crowded with delegates, each con- 
ference having its representatives present. 
The north Georgia conference, which leads all 
the others, both as to number of members and 
amount of money raised, is ably represented 
by Mrs. Morgan Callaway, of Oxford. Mrs. 
Mattie B. Jones, of Norcross, returned mis- 
sionary from Brazil, is also present. In the 
thirteen years of its organization, this noble 
and earnest body of women workers have 
raised the magnificent sum of $155,000 for 
home and foreign mission work. Of this 
amount $80,000 was paid for church exten- 
sions. Tonight at 8 o’clock there was a 
brilliant assemblage at the church to hear the 
addresses of welcome and response, the latter 
by Miss Laura Bradford, of the Memphis con- 
ference. The Georgia women are being well 
entertained, and are making a fine impression 
on every side.

THE PRINTERS’ 


Meeting of the International Typograph- 
ical Union. 

Boston, June 8,—The International Typo- 
gtaphical Union meeting in Faneuil hall this 
morning began its thirty-ninth annual conven- 
tion. After addresses of welcome had been 
made and responded to, President Edward T. 
Plank, of Indianapolis, said in relation to the 
reduction of the number of hours of labor, that 
the movement is one that should only be 
undertaken when fully prepared for an earnest 
and long struggle, and then only by concerted 
action by all unions at the same 
time. Under the circumstances it would 
be a good plan, he said, to adopt a resolution 
at this session and submit the question to a 
popular vote whether or not we shall make an 
attempt to enforce the nine-hour day next 
spring. In this way we may gain the support 
of the American Federation of Labor at its 
next session, and prudence suggests that we 
take every precaution to strengthen our re- 
sources before engaging in a struggle such as 
may be expected to take place when the de- 
cisive time arrives. 


THE DEAD HEROES, 


Whose Memory Should Be Perpetuated ‘in 
the South. 


Cuarveston, S. C., June 8.—|Special.]— 
The college of Charleston, S. C., issues a cir- 
cular in which it earnestly invites the co-op- 
eration of all southern colleges in the forming 
of an association to raise funds to be applied 
to the erection of a monument to perpetuate 
the fame and memory of Jefferson Davis, Rob- 
ert E. Lee, Stonewall Jackson, and the con- 
federate dead in general. 

In order to arrange some definite mode of 
procedure, it is proposed that a convention of 
southern universities and colleges be ‘held in 
Charleston, at such time during the coming 
fall as may be found most expedient and con- 
venient, and that an interstate oratorical con- 
test be made a feature of the proposed conven- 
tion, each institution being represented by one 
contestant. 

Every. southern university and college is 
earnestly requested to send a representation to 
the convention, whether such delegation takes 
part in the contest or not. 


THE LATEST FROM CHILI. 


Attempt to Bombard Pisaqua—The Itata to 
Sail Saturday. 

Iquieur, Chili, via Galveston, June 8.— 
The torpedo boats, Almirante, Lynch and Al- 
mirante Condell, accom panied by two armed 
transports, attempted to bombard Pisaqua at 
long range today. Very few shells reached 
the town, and the two vessels soon retired. 
Congressional ships have gone in pursuit. The 
British steamer Sirius, from San Francisco, 
with provisions, arrived yesterday.

THE HAYTI MASSACRE. 


HAYPPOLITE ORDERING TAN DEATH 
OF HUNDREDS. 


SOLDIERS DOING THEIR BLOODY WORK. 


— — — 
Innocent Men Dragged from Their Homes 
and Shot to Death—The Populace. 
Terror-Stricken. ‘ 


New York, June 8.— The steamer Orange 
Nassau, at this port today from Port au Prince, 
brings the,first definite news of the late insur- 
rection in Hayti.. The uprising was of a seri- 
ous character, and fora time threatened im- 
portant consequences, but the government. 
repressed the rebellion by prompt and stern 
measures, The insurrectionists stormed. the 
prison at Portau Prince, and a number of 
prisoners were released, when the military ap- 
peared on the scene and captured the whole 
party. 

Frederick Douglas, United States minister 
to Hayti, was expected to sail by this steamer, 
but owing to the excitement at Port au Prince 
he decided to postpone his departure until 
next month. N. B. Walker, a well-known 
resident of Port au Prince, is a passenger by 
the Orange Nassau. He states that there is 
considerable excitement in that city. Martial 
law had been declared. Some sixty persons 
had been shot on May 28th, as was cabled to 
Paris. Hippolyte has everything in his own | 
hands. 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

Port AU Prince, May 31.—For the last 
two or three weeks there have been rumors 
that a revolution against President Hyppolite 
was imminent at this capital, and these hav- 
ing reached the ears of the chief executive, 
he caused the arrest of about eighty sus- 
pected persons, and put them in irons in pris- 
on. Among the suspected was General Sully, 
who hearing he was wanted“ hid himself. 
Failing to secure the general himself, his wife 
was taken instead, and thrown into prison. 
Corpus Christi, Thursday, May 28th, was the 
national holiday and it was reported that on 
that date Hyppolite, in order to 
effectually terrify the populace, had ordered a 
Gatling gun to be taken down to the prison | 
and the eighty prisoners to be summarily exe- | 
cuted. The friends of the prisoners, among 
whom was General Sully, met in council, and 
while the president was in the cathedral, they 
forced open the prison doors and freed all the 
prisoners, about 250 in all. Then, by order of 
the president, began a series of assassinations, 
perhaps unequaled in the annals of civiliza- 
tion, and to which the massacre of St. Bar- 
tholomew sinks into insignificance. 

THE FIRST VICTIM. 

The first victim was Ernest Rigaud, a ro- 
spected merchant, a hard-working man, who 
occupied himself exclusively with his busi- 
ness, and was positively known to have been 
perfectly innocent of conspiracy of any kind. 
He was sitting on a balcony with his wife 
when the president passed and ordered him 
out and sent him to the cemetery to be shot. 
He asked to be allowed to take his hat (he was 
uncovered), and the president’s own words 
were:

SIR EDWARD CLARKE’S SPEECH 
FESTERDAY 


IN THE CELEBRATED BACCARAT CASE. 


The Solicitor Handles Wales with Gloves 
Off, and Shows How Cumming Made a 
Sacrifice to Save the Prince. 


Lonpon, June 8.—Sir William Gordon 
Cumming decidedly had his innings in the 
t game as played in court today. The 
court was crowded long before the opening 
time, and the interest in the case did not 
seem to have diminished in the slightest de- 
gree. Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, when he 
took his seat on the bench, was flanked on 
either side by about twenty-five ladies. With 
the exception of the reserved space left for 
the prince of Wales, and which the latter 
promptly occupied, the body of the court was 
filled with barristers, plaintiff, defendants, 
representatives of the press, the jury, and a 
few speciallyefavored male spectators, while 
the galleries were, in the main part, filled 
with fashionably-dressed ladies. 

The plaintiff was as dignified as ever, and 
Occupied a position almost under the jury box, 
while in the same row, only further away 
from the jury, sat the defendants. During the 
delivery of the latter part of Sir Charles Rus- 
8ell’s speech for the defendant, the portion ut- 
tered today, the plaintiff calmly listened to it 
with studied dignity, never for a second turn- 
ing his head toward Russell, who, but a few 
feet away, was denouncing,Cumming in a most 
severe manner. Occasionally the baronet 
looked straight at the prince of Wales, who 
was immediately in front of the plaintiff, but 
the heir apparent never met Sir William’s 
gaze. 

The prince of Wales throughout the present 
legal proceedings has demonstrated the fact 
that he is “sticking to the Wilsons,“ and that 
he will continue to do so. No better evidence 
of this is needed than the fact that young Ar- 
thur Stanley Wilson,pas been elected a mem- 
ber of the Marlborough Club, the prince’s pet 
club, upon the nomination of the heir apparent 
himself, 
| SIR CHARLES’S AREUMENT. 

Sir Charles Russell concluded his address 
for the defendents rather briefly, and unex- 
peotedly it seemed to surprise the audience. 
Among other things, he said: | 

“If what Arthur Stanley Wilson has sworn 
to took place, it excluded all that class of sug- 
gestion, of which no trace appeared in the 
correspondence between Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, General Owen Williams and Lord 
Coventry, to the effect that the accusation 
arose from a misunderstanding of plaintiff’s

THE BOY SHOT. 

These words were reported to the president, 
and twenty minutes later the boy was brought 
before him. Being asked if he had made the 
statement, he did not deny it, but said: 

President, I have never conspired against 
you by word or deed.“ 

The boy was shot at once, 

c STILL GOING ON. 

About the same time Alexis Rossignol, an 
inoffensive and much-esteemed man, was ex- 
ecuted in the streets; another man was put 
up against a cathedral wall and shot; seven- 
teen were executed in a batch, and, even at 
this date, an occasional volley tells that an- 
other poor wretch has been sent to his doom. 
There is no fighting in the streets to excuse 
this massacre. Every execution is carried 
outin the most cold-blooded way, the execu- 
tioners being soldiers belonging to the most 
degraded type of men, who seem to enjoy the 
bloody task. 

Itis impossible to enumerate in detail all 
the murders that have been perpetrated under 
the color of law. It is estimated that ftdhn 
May 28th to May 3lst at least fifty persons 
have been put to death, and the figures are 
placed as high as 100. No one can say how 
long this state of affairs will last, or what the 
result will be, nor can any one who has not 
been an eye witness of the scenes of horror 
enacted, have any idea of the terrified condi- 
tion of the people of Port au Prince. 


HE FOUGHT FOR HIS LIFE, 


But the Mob Was Too Powerful for Him—A 
Murderer Lynched. 

LouisviLLR, June 8.—At Wickliffe, Ky., at 
midnight last night, Evan E. Shelby, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Sally Moore, was 
taken from jail by a mob of 100 unknown men 
and hung. The jailer resisted, and was 
roughly handled. Shelby fought desperately, 
and badly hurt several of the mob. He was 
practically dead before they got him out. 

The murder was committed in 1887 near 
Woodville, a silage near Wickliffe, just 
across from Cairo, III. Shelby had been sen- 
tenced for life, but got a new trial from the 
court of appeals. A mob had previously hung 
Mart Shelby, under indictment as an acces- 
sory. 33

THE SOLICITOR’S CLINCHING SPEECH. 

Hardly had Sir Charles taken his seat, and 
while defendant’s counsel was still receiving 
the congratulations of his friends, the solicitor 
general took the floor, andin a few sentences 
tersely invited the attention of the jury, his 
whole manner indicating that a sensation was 
coming. Sir Edward commenced by saying 
that it had been common talk“ that the 
princé of Wales’s continual presence in court 
during the trial of this suit had been for the 
purpose of restraining the tongues of the law- 
yers engagedin the case from commenting 
upon the prince of Wales’s connection with it. 
This remark caused a sensation, but it was 
nothing to what followed. Sir Edward _ inti- 
mated that the presence of the prince of Wales 
in court would not prevent him from making 
any comment n , Saying that he, as 
counsel, had a painful duty to perform, and 
that he intended to perform it honestly and 
fairly. 

His opponents, he continued, had always 
been careful to allude to him, counsel for the 

laintiff, as “solicitor general,“ and he added: 
‘‘While I am proud of that title, I must re- 
mind the jury that I appear in this case 
simply as an English barrister, and I am 
obliged to disregard friendships, and even my 
own interests, and comment on the conduct 
and evidence of one of the highest in the 
land.“ 

Sir Edward, as he uttered these last words, 
turned squarely around until he faced the 
prince of Wales, upon whom every eye in 
court was then fixed and who nervously 
crossed his legs, while the audience was ut- 
terly aghast at what was considered to be the 
audacity of the solicitor general. In several 
directions the whisperedfcomment, “Why, he 
is going to attack the prince of Wales,“ was 
distinctly heard and caused all attention to be 
riveted upon the plaintiff’s counsel. 

Continuing, the solicitor general remarked 
that Sir Charles Russell, for the defendants, 
had said that even if the jury found for the 

laintiff and disregarded the document the 
atter had signed at Tranby Croft, the military 
authorities would take the matter up, and that 
Sir William Gordon Cummings’s name would 
be stricken from the army list.“ 

“T wish to say, in unmistakable terms,“ ex- 
claimed Sir Edward Clarke—raising his voice 
until it echoed tellingly through the court— 
„that it would be impossible forthe author- 
ities to do any such thing and to eave on that 
list the names of Field Marsal’ Prince of

After bestowing more sarcasm upon the 
Wilson family, and the readiness with which 
the prince had listened to them and con- 
demned his old friend, the solicitor general, 
looking straight into the prince of Wales's 
eyes, asked: 

“What was Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming’s reason for signing the document 
about which so much has been said?“ 

„It was,“ he said, after an effective pause,

‘‘Among the mass of people,” Sir Edward 
continued, uttering each word with startling 
distinctness, it is known that a club or inn

“That document, continued Sir Edward 
Clarke, with increasing force, and amidst a 
most deadly silence throughout the courtroom, 
‘twas signed by Sir William Gordon Cumming 
in order to save the prince of Wales from scan- 
dal. The motto of Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming’s race is ‘without fear.’ He came into 
the witness box without fear, confident of a 
verdict which would wipe this stain from his 
noble record of service with his gallant regi- 
ment of brave soldiers.“ 8 

IT CAUSED A SENSATION. 

Sir Edward Clarke’s plain language through- 
out, when he referred to the prince of Wales 
and when he made the assertion that the after- 
noon precis was prepared by Lord Coventry 
and signed by Sir William Gordon Cumming 
solely in order to shield the prince of Wales 
from scandal, caused one of the greatest sen- 
sations of this sensational trial. 

The solicitor general quoted as a basis of 
these startling allegations an extract from the 
earl of Coventry’s diary, in which the follow- 


ing words occur: 

We were induced to recommend this course be- 
cause we desired to avoid scandal, and in order to 
keep the name of the prince of Wales out of it. 


WHY CUMMING SIGNED. 

“Sir William Gordon Cumming, as well as 
the earl of Coventry,“ said Sir Edward, is 
loyal to th@prince of Wales, who has been 
most kind to him, and Sir William Gordon 
Cumming signed that document because he 
was willing to sacrifice himself, as his old 
friends were willing to sacrifice him, in order 
to save the reputation of one, the recollection 
of whose friendship will always be bright in 


his memory.“ 
The solicitor general then said slowly to the 


ury: 

It is too late to undo much of the mischief 
which has been done,’’ and then facing the 
prince of Wales, looking the latter direct in 
the face for about a minute, he continued, in 
a voice apparently shaken with emotion, and 
it may be too late to save the reputation of 
some people mentioned in this case, but,“ 
again turning to the jury, it is not too late 
for you to prevent the completion of the sac- 
rifice of this gallant officer.’’ 

SIR EDWARD CHEERED. 

Sir Edward Clarke’s speech was regarded as 
a most eloquent and telling effort, and as he 
closed his remarks there was a burst of spon- 
taneous applause, cheering and handclapping 
throughout the court which caused the lord 
chief justice to shout: Silence! this is not a 
theater.“ 

The applause stopped, but as Cumming rose 
from his seat a minute later, and while the 
prince of Wales and Lord Coleridge were still 
on the bench, there was a renewal of cheers 
and handclapping, of which the plaintiff ap- 
peared to take no notice. 

PREDICTIONS AS TO THE RESULT. 

The jury, it was plainly evident, appeared to 
be greatly impressed with the speech of the 
solicitor general, and as he ended it a remark 
was heard throughout the court. It was: 
“Cumming will get the verdict, or at least, 


the jury will disagree.“ 

The court was then adjourned until tomor- 
row, when the lord chief justice will sum up 
and the case will be given to the jury.

The Bold Operations of a Gang of Money- 
Makers. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 8.—[{Special.]—

WHOLE TOWNS RUINED. 


PEOPLE FLEE 10 THE FIELDS FOR SAFETY 


The Subterranean Rumblings Continue and 
Occasional Shocks Ensue—Mount 
Vesuhius Adds to the Terror. 


Rome, June 8.—Advices from Badia, Cala- 
vania and Tregnanzo, two of the towns in 
northern Italy visited by the earthquakes 
yesterday, show that the inhabitants were 
terrorstricken and have taken to the fields for 
safety. The authorities have, as far as pos- 
sible, sought to alleviate distress among the 
people and have furnished a large number of 
tents to shelter those who have fled from their 
homes. 

The subterranean rumblings continue and 
occasionally slighter shocks than those of 
yesterday are felt. The people are in dread o: 
momentarilyjseeing}the earth open and swallow 
them. The damage done at these two places 
is much greater than was indicated in the first 
reports. The towns were practically destroyed 
by the severity of the shocks. 

The commission, appointed by the authori- 
ties to examine houses which were not thrown 
down by the undulations of the earth, have 
made hasty examination and they report that 
at least three-quarters of the houses are in 
such a condition that public safety demands 
that they be pulled down entirely. Large 
bodies of troops have been dispatched to these 
places to assist thé authorities in clearing the 
streetsof debrisin tearing down dangerous 
houses and to render such other assistance as 
they may be called upon to give. i 

Vesuvius Throwing Out Lava. 8 

Narrxs. June 8.—A large stream of lava is 
issuing from the new crater of Mt. Vesuvius” 
at the base of the central cone. Signor Pal- 
mieri, director of the observatory, states that 
the flow is directly connected with yesterday’s 
earthquake in Lombardy, and that seismic 
disturbances generally stop when an eruption 
commences. He does not consider the lava 
stream dangerous.

Macon, Ga., June 8.—[Special.]}—The story | man 


published in today’s ConsTITUTION of the dis- 
covery of a murder at Indian Springs, on Sat- 
urday, was read with considerable interest in 
Macon this morning. 

Today additional reports of the tragedy were 
learned, and they alter the particulars of the 
affair considerably. 

A gentleman, who spent yesterday at the 
springs, gave THE CONSTITUTION today a de- 
tailed account of the affair. 

He says the body was found as stated today, 
but some distance below the mill bridge, and 
later developments have proven it to be that 
of a negro named Lewis Ivey. 

The articulars of the ody 
as learned by him are as follows: On last 
Tuesday Lewis Ivey, hailing from Cordele, 
and Charles Glass, from Americus, appeared 
at the Wigwam“ and applied for a place as 
waiter. They were told that a place could be 
given them Thursday, but that they would 
have to remain idle until then. This they 
agreed to do, and were then given a place to 
sleep and provided with their meals. 

Both were well dr and were very re- 
spectable ining negroes. They appeared also 
to be very great friends. ‘ 

On Wednesday, the da 
showed up at the hotel an 7 asked where 
Ivey was, said he had come look for him. 
Glass then said he had decided not to wait till 
Thursday to get the position, but would go on 
to Salt Springs, where he learned he could get 
work. He left, and this was the last seen of 
him. Ivey neither afterwards showed up, but 
nothing was thought of this, as it was sup- 
posed he had gone away with Glass. 

On Saturday afternoon a negro named Falk- 
ner was fishing about a half mile below the 
bridge, when he noticed a pair of patent leather 
shoes floating bottom upwards onthe water. 
He threw out his pole and hooked them, 
thinking he had made a valuable catch, 
when, to his horror, he discovered they were 
on a pair of feet. The frightened negro 
pulled the body in and placed it on the bank, 
and then gave the alarm. The corpse was 
weighted down with pieces of wood and other 
things. 

As soon as others arrived the body was iden- 
tified as that of Lewis Ivey, the waiter who 
had applied for work. is face was not 
mangled, as was at first reported, only a pistol 
ball entering his head, He had evidently 
been shot at close range“ for on the back of 
the head the hair was burned completely off. 
The ball came out through the left eye. 

Suspicion at once pointed to Glass, and in a 
short time a bench warrant was taken out for 
him. He had been gone for two days, how- 
ever, and it is supposed went to Salt Springs. 
Ivey’s trunk was foundin his room and was 
opened. In it were several nice suits of cloth- 
ing, other neat wearing apparel and an insur- 
ance policy for $1,000, made in favor of his 
mother, showing a thoughtfulness seldom 
noticeable in a negro. The negro’s body was 
buried at the Springs yesterday. The coro- 
ner’s jury had not finished its work this morn- 
ing, though Glass is generally conceded to be 
the murderer. His motive, itis thought, was 
robbing, as Ivey was known to have some 
money on his person. 


THE WOMAN STILL LIVES 


following, Glass 


Who Tried to Commit Suicide in Macon 
Sunday Evening. 


Macon, Ga., June 8.—[Special.]— The young 
woman, Etta Monte, who attempted suicide 
yesterday afternoon, as stated in THR Consti- 
TUTION today, is still alive, though in a very 
critical condition. The girl has not been able 
to talk since taking the laudanum, and the 
whole story of the trouble had tobe learned 
from others. 

From what could be ascertained it seems 
that she was an inmate of the house of Nina 
Davis, on Fifth street. She and the Davis 
woman became involved in aquarrel yester- 
day afternoon, and with all the heartlessness 
of that class, the woman drove the girl out of 
the house in the rain and during one of the 
most frightful storms of the season. 

A neighboring demi monde, Madaline War- 
ren, saw the girl’s plight and offered her shelter. 
The girl gladly accepted it, and when she went 
into the Warren woman’s house she was 
almost overcome with fear and grief. She had 
several severe scratches on her face, and was 
bruised in different parts of the body, but 
whether or not they were caused by the diffi- 
culty with Nina Davis is not known. 

As soon as the girl entered Madaline Warren’s 
house she began drinking, and before the af - 
ternoon was over she was feeling the effects of 
the stimulant considerably. It was while in 
this condition that she determined to kill her- 
self and thus end her trouble. She sent a 
young negro boy toa drug store for a bottle of 
laudanum, and when it was brought to her she 
drank it down. Twomale companions were 
in the room with her at the time, but they did 
not notice her act, and no one suspicioned 
anything until a short while later, when she 
fell to the floor as if in a fit. 

Her companions rushed to her and the War- 
ren woman came to her assistance. She at 
once surmised what was the matter and began 
efforts to keep her awake. She was carried 
into the yard and finally into the street, where 
she was walked to and fro for some time. 
Finally a ev arrived and in a short 
while had brought about a change for the bet- 
ter in the girl’s condition. In order to better 
provide for her she was carried to the city hall, 
where she lodged last night, and 
where she is today. The woman is not yet 
beyond danger and may die, though the phy- 
sician has hopes of her recovery. She says 
she came to Macon a few days ago from 
Columbus, butitis known that she has been 
here much longer. She told the Warren 
woman that she was originally from Jackson- 
ville, Fla., where she has four brothers.

No par- 
ticular shock was felt by any of the inmates of 
the building. The lightning did not descend 
into the building but ran along the roof of the 
building and down the gutters and then into 
the ground.

WHO MEDITATED THE SLAUGHTER 


OF PASSENGERS.

The Narrow Escape of an East Tennessee 
Train from Wreck Tue Trap Set by 
Two Dull Farmer Boys. 


Romeg, Ga., June 8.—[Special.J—A most 
dastardly attempt was made to wreck the 
Rome and Decatur south-bound passenger 
train that leaves Rome at 2:40 0’clock p. m., 
near Coosaville, some twelve miles from the 
city. A great bar of iron and timber were so 
arranged on the track, that had the engine 
struck them the train would have been hurled 
down a steep precipice. The wreckers evi- 
dently planned to do the work thoroughly, for 
the trap was set so that the high and deep 
trestle that spans Corbin creek would have 
been the scene of the accident. The wreckers 
are mere boys, and dull farmer lads at that. 
They are in jail. Here is the story: The en- 
gineer was on the lookout, and seeing the ob- 
struction on the track, he reverséd his engine 
and stopped injtime. Some of the trainmen 
and passengers saw near them, in the 
wood, two young fellows running, so the 
trainmen jumped off and overhauled them. 
The prisoners were put on the train and after- 


wards transferred to the north- bound passenger 


train, and brought to Rome and put in jail. 

This morning a trial was had before Justice 
of the Peace Treadaway. A most horrible 
story of blackest crime was unfolded. The 
boys are named Henry and John Lay. John 
is thirteen years old. He stated that Henry 
put the iron bar on the track and said: 

“John, we are going to wreck the train and 
the men who get killed we will get their 
money.“ 

John said he saw the train coming, and he 
tried to get theiron bar off the track. He 
used a rail, but the rail got fastened some way 
in the.crossties, When Henry. sixteen years 
old, made his statement his admission was very 
similar, only heimplicated his young brother, 
John, in the plot. So the magistrate bound 
the boys over, and they are in jail, to await 
trial in the supreme court. 

The boys’ father liveson a farm in the 
neighborhood of Coosaville, The boys were 
clad in simple farm attire, and seem to be of a 
low order of intelligence. 


A PROMINENT CORDELEAN. 


A Former Atlanta Citizen Invests Largely 
in Cordele. 

CorRDELE, Ga., June 8.—[Special.]—Two 
years ago Dr. George W. Marvin, of Atlanta, 
arrived in Cordele. He made a quiet investi- 
gation of things in Cordele, and without the 
advice of any one, decided that this was the 
coming town of Georgia. 

In the words of one of the prominent citi- 
zens of Cordele a few days ago, we did nat 
know then that we had such a man amongst 
us.“ But the people were soon to find out what 
manner of man he was, for it did not take long 
for his presence to show itself in more ways 
than one. 

Before many pleasant summer days had 
passed, a half block near the First Baptist 
church began to be alive with industry. Piles 
of brick and lumber lay in confusion every- 
where, and busy laborers handled saws and 


‘hammers and all the other carpenters’ tools, 


while rapidly a half dozen neat cottages made 
their appearance to beautify that portion of 
the city. 

These houses were filled with rent- 
ers as soon as they were near 
enough completed to be occupied. From 
that time to this date the doctor has had no 
trouble in renting them, and they have been a 
valuable source of revenue. He became an 
enthusiastic Cordelean at once and he has 
never ceased to sound its praises nor to invest 
his money here. 

He has put over $50,000 into the various 
enterprises here, and may be now considere 
a permanent citizen. He was recently electe 
president of the First National bank, and is 
making an officer of whom the stockholders 
should be proud. 

He and Mrs. Marvin reside on Eleventh 
street and they are one of the happiest couples 


| in Georgia.

Avausta, Ga., June 8.—({Special.]}—News 
ol a riot in Harlem, twenty-five miles from 
Augusta, on the Georgia railroad, Saturday 
night, reached here this afternoon. A gang 
of about ten African Harlemites attempted to 
hang Ed Jackson, an Augusta negro painter, 
who went to Harlem last Thursday. The ne- 
groes were mad with Jackson because he was 
doing work cheaper than they would do it. 

THE ROPE READY. 


After buying a rope the mab caught Jack- 


son, and was moving to the woods to string 
him up when a crowd of other negroes inter- 
fered, and Jackson broke loose and ran back 
to Harlem and begged the protection of Mr. 
Horace Cleary from the hands of the !ynchers. 
Mr. Cleary took Jackson into his store, and 
the mob followed. Mr, Cleary ordered the 
crowd out of his place, but they refused to go, 
and one negro attacked Mr. Cleary, but got the 
worst of it. 
FIREARMS BROUGHT OUT. 

Mr. Cleary knocked the negro down and 
beat him with a hatchet. The other negroes 
attempted to shoot, but were prevented by 
Mr. Cleary’s brother pulling ‘a gun and threat- 
ening to clean up the whole crowd. Other 
citizens interfered about this time and arrested 
the infuriated mob, and peace in Harlem was 
restored. 


A MYSTERIOUS FIRE. 


The Hose Cut Twice and the Electric System 
Put Out of Order. 

Rome, Ga., June 8.—[Special.]—Last night, 
about 10:30 o’clock, a great blaze was observed 
near the Fifth avenue bridge. Nobody 
hollowed fire, no alarm was sounded and the 
people slowly gathered to the scene of confla- 
gration. The wooden buildings burned fiercely, 
the surrounding buildings smoked, and the 
jail of Floyd county was the nearest building.

The hose back of the jail was cut 
also, but the firemen replaced this, and soon 
the fire was under control and the jail of 
bo with its many prisoners, was safe. 
Had it been necessary to take the prisoners 
out only one pair of handcuffs were there. 
Strange to say another stream of water had 
been stopped. Somebody shut it off, and 
threw the wrench away. The electric alarm 
system is said to have hadits wire also cut. 
The building that burned had been used 
formerly as an ice factory. It was a large 
wooden structure. It is now used for the 
storage of lager beer. There were about 400 
kegs in storage. 
the building was totally destroyed. 

The large warehouse of Judge Wright was 
immediately across, and the work of the fine 
fire department alone saved Rome froma great 
contlagration. 

Various theories are advanced. Who started 
the fire? Was it an attempt to burn the jail, 
or how did the fire originate, and why was the 
hose cut and the water shutoff? Inthe minds 
of some it was a dastardly attempt to burn up 
the jail and let some of the prisoners out. No 
new clue could be ascertained in the burnt 
building. Itis the property of Captain Bale. 
The loss is estimated at some $8,000.

The World's Fair Exhibit. 

The communication of Hon. S. D. Pickett, 
of the committee for Georgia at the Colum- 
bian exhibition, calls attention to an im- 
portant subject, and one which should not 
be allowed to drop into the realm of forgot- 
ten schemes. 

When the legislature assembles, the mat- 
ter will be presented and carefully consid- 
ered. It will be for the representatives of 
the people to decide whether they are au- 
thorized to vote this appropriation. If they 
conclude that it is within the constitutional 
province of the general assembly, they will 
doubtless give cheerful support to such a 
measure. As they have sworn to support 
the constitution, they will, of course, give 
careful consideration to any obstacles which 
may appear to arise from the organic law. 
As a wide difference of opinion on this sub- 
ject is already developed, it is impossible to 
say what the legislature will undertake to do 
inthe premises. 

Whatever may be the issue of the appro- 
priation matter, we will not despair of a 
creditable exhibit from Georgia until the 
time for making it has expired. We have 
never seen this state neglect so great an op- 
portunity, and we believe Georgia will fin

exhibition. 
Mr. Pickett appears to be laboring under 
a misapprehension in regard to the source of 
opposition to the proposed appropriation. 
The only objections so far proposed, are ad- 
vanced on constitutional grounds, and these 
did not come fromthefarmers. Indeed, the 
farmers were the first movers in the matter 
of getting an exhibit for Georgia, and what- 
ever means may be adopted, we confidently 
look to them for a full share of the work. 
It istoo soon for Mr. Pickett to become 
despondent. The question of the appropria- 
tion cannot be settled until the legislature 
meets. 


Marching On. 

Only a few months ago the press and the 
politicians of the east completely ignored the 
Farmers’ Alliance. The leading newspapers 
of New York and Boston calmly discussed 
the questions of the day, but no editorial 
allusion was made to the great reform move- 
ment which was sweeping the south and 
west. 

For a long time the east appeared to be so 
absolutely under the control of goldbug and 
protection influences that a campaign of 
education in that quarter was believed to be 
a waste of labor. But a remarkable change 
has suddenly come over the situation. 

Throughout New England and the middle 

‘states everybody is talking about the alliance 
and the reforms it demands. The newspapers 
are full of the movement, and the money 
kings and statesmen are putting their heads 
together to devise some plan by which they 
can check the on-rolling flood of pure 
democracy from the south and west. 

Great reforms generally pass through four 
stages.. At first they are treated with silent 
contempt. Next, they are ridiculed. Then 

_ they are seriously opposed. Finally, they 
are accepted. Already the farmers are half 
way through the third of these stages in 
New England. The masses of that section 
are quoting Polk and Livingston, and some 
of the western leaders, and they are begin- 
ning to wake up to the fact that the tariff 
and financial systems of the republican party 
are grinding the people into the mire of 
poverty for the benefit of the goldbugs and 
a few privileged classes of capitalists. 
The northeastern people are slow to take 
hold of a reform that comes from another 
section, but when they once give it a favor- 
able consideration it spreads like a prairie 
fire.

The overthrow of 
monopoly will help a poor man just as much 
in Connecticut as it will in Mississippi. 

With a little help, these ideas will do their 
perfect work. If no false step is made, the 
onward march of the farmers will result in 
the triumph of pure democracy! 


Free Silver in New York. 

The Providence Journal warns the New 
York democrats not to nominate Roswell P. 
Flower for the governorship, and urges them 
to investigate his record touching silver legis- 
lation in congress. 

It is The Journal’s opinion that a free silver 
coinage candidate for governor in New York 
would prove a millstone around his party’s 
neck, 

Such talk is not calculated to do Mr. 
Flower any serious harm. Free silver is 
winning favor in the Empire State, in spite 
of the goldbug organs and Wall street money 
kings. Wherever the issue has been dis- 
cussed there is a growing sentiment among 
the masses in favor of restoring the double 
standard which served the country so well 
during the first eighty years of the republic’s 
existence. One has only to get outside of 
the {narrow circle of single-standard ad vo- 
cates in order to find that the people have 
brought their hard common sense to bear 
upon the question, and have made up their 
judgment. The lamp of experience throws 
all the light they need upon the situation, 
and they are satisfied that nothing but arti- 
ficial and speculative conditions can sustain 
the gold standard. It strikes them that so 
long as we fare the largest silver-producing 
nation on earth there is no sense in striking 
down a metal under our control and making 
a single standard of another metal over 
which we have no control. 

The masses in New York are in no respect 
radically different from the masses in other 
sections of the union. They feel,the evils 
of a contracted currency, and they see the 
necessity of having a circulation that will 
meet the demands of our growing volume of 
business. To say that they will not vote for 
a gubernatorial candidate because he favors 
free silver is the merest twaddle and bosh. 
If the signs of the times indicate anything, 
Mr. Flower’s position on the silver question 
has a great deal to do with his popularity 
and influence as a leader. A very different 
line of argument will have to be adopted if 
he is to be laid on the shelf. 


The Logic of Events. 

There are great object lessons abroad 
which have a bearing at home. The situa- 
tion in Germany affords a striking example 
of the fact that men may talk and tug for- 
ever, but it takes the logic of events to pre- 
cipitate great reforms in the policy of a na- 
tion. Weare about to witness in Germany 
conditions like those which led to the repeal 
of the English corn laws in the time of Sir 
Robert Peel. 

There had been agitation in England, but

no avail until a fearful famine forced the 
Peel ministry to remove the duty from im- 
ports of corn. It was really a famine, an 
act of Providence, that reversed the policy 
of the nation and made England a free 
trade country. 

Something similar, but not so clearly prov- 
idential, happened in this country last year 
to destroy the illusion of protection. For 
two years the country had been plunging 
headlong in that direction; Cleveland’s 
declaration for tariff reform wag, by general 
admission, one of the causes of his defeat in 
1888, and not only the presidency, but the 
congressional elections were affected by the 
issue. But when the object lesson of last 
fall came, when merchants all over the 
country advertised that goods would be sold 
for higher prices because of the McKinley 
bill, the people were unable any longer to 
shut their eyes to the truth, and today there 
is hardly,a politician rash enough to advo- 
cate protection in a popular assembly. The 
ablest man in the republican party saw the 
coming catalysm, and with one short clause, 
inserted in the eleventh hour of debate, laid 
the foundation for reciprocity, a quick 
method of tariff reduction, which saves his 
personal fortunes from the general wreck of 
the republican party. 

Now a similar condition prevails in Ger- 
many. Owing to the failure of crops on the 
continent of Europe, the price of rye has at- 
tained the figure to which it rose in the fam- 
ine season of 1816 and 1817. On Saturday 
Harold Frederic cabled from London to The 
New York Times this analysis of the situa- 
tion in Germany: 

I hear from Berlin that it is suspected that the 
government is by no means unwilling to have its 
hand forced in the matter of reducing the import 
duties on grain, and that it is taken for granted 
that such a reduction will shortly be made. 
William’s present advisers, Miguel and Caprivi, 
are nothing if not adroit politicians. They had no 
desire to call the reichstag together on their own 
motion to pass a measure of this sort on mere 
allegations of a popular desire, and then have Bis- 
marck appear in the body as the champion of the 
great agricultural interests against the ministry’s 
academic free trade notions. 

They therefore met these allegations with a 
modified refusal. Whereupon the price of bread 
rose like a rocket, and speculators rushed to cor- 
ner what little whevt there was, and everybody's 
attention was directed to the fact that the greatly 
enhanced price of living was due directly to the 
tariff on grain. It is how open to them to say 
that further inquiry has convinced them that a 
reduction in duties is really needed, and then 
when Bismarck comes to town to protest he will 
find the wnole country against him. 

According to The North German Gazette, 
which is a government organ, the abolition 
of the duties on cereals would imply the re- 
vision of the whole protectionist tariff in the 
direction of free trade. Short grain crops in 
Europe are likely to accomplish for Ger- 
many what famine did for England. 

In the meantime, the logic of events is 
tending toward the solution of another much 
discussed question of public economy. The 
inordinate greed for gold, manifested by the 


ae the arguments of the opposition were of 


European nations within the last few weeks, 
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the past three weeks England has been 
drawing heavily on the United States. She. 
got relief and the London money market is 
again easy, while affairs in the United 
States went on about the same as ever, the 
only effect being to hammer stocks a little, 
The New York market has exhibited re- 
markable strength, considering the efforts 
that were made to depress it on the with- 
drawal of some millions of gold. : 

But the trouble is not over in E 
The Spanish government and little Portugal 
have taken refuge in the coinage of large 
quantities of silver and large purchases of 
bullion for those governments are expected. 
Italy is-in financial trouble and the banks of 
Germany are involved there, as those of 
England were in South America. A cor- 
respondent of The New York Evening Post 
says, Since time began, there never was 
such argument in favor of bimetallism as 
this hurrying scurrying after gold by all the 
civilized countries of the world. It is now 
manifest to all that there is not quite enough 
of the more precious metal to go around, 
and that, judging from the present outlook, 
Europe at large will have presented to her, 
and that before Christmas, the alternative 
of bimetallism or bankruptcy.” 

The crisis may not come so soon, but 
everything seems tending in that direction. 
The Providence Journal, in a thoughtful 
and able editorial on this subject remarks: 
„It is undeniable that the leading commer- 
cial nations of the world are now rapidly 
moving toward the point where choice must 
be made between adopting bimetallism and 
ceasing to do the business they have been 
doing. It is perfectly clear that the reasons 
which underlie the theory of the double 
standard are getting new strength from the 
present exigencies of bankers the world over, 
and it is certain, so far as human foresight 
can see, thatthe practical argument thus 
presented will be cogent enough to compel 
the adoption of an international scheme of 
bimetallism at no very distant day. 
It is the facts and conditions of the day that 
are arguing for bimetallism and, indeed, 
forcing it upon the commercial nations as a 
practical necessity.“ 

The logic of events on these two issues is 
irresistible, and these are the issues of the 
democratic party in the campaign of 1892. 


Dodging Live Thunder. 

Nervous people who are easily affected by 
electrical conditions bid fair to have an un- 
pleasant time this summer. 

The weather prophets seem to be agreed 
that we are to have numerous thunder 
storms of unusual violence this season, and 
several that have already occurred caused 
quite a panic in the sections visited by them. 

The fierce light and deafening noise of a 
thunderstorm are enough to disturb the 
timid and nervous, but people should not 
lose sight of the fact, that after all, compar- 
atively few persons are killed in this way. 
Perhaps two in a million in this country die 
by lightning in a year. The mortality of 
ordinary travel is much greater, Thous- 
ands of people are killed on the railroad, 
on the water, and in wagons and buggies 
where dozens are killed by thunderbolts. 

These facts are well known, and yet the 
very next thunderstorm that comes along 
will frighten numbers of men and women 
out of their senses. Only the other day, 
near Cincinnati, a lady was so badly scared 
by an electrical storm that she committed 
suicide by hanging. Just how this desper- 
ate remedy improved the situation it is diffi- 
cult to see, but the affair shows to what ex- 
tremes of fright some persons are driven by 
the warfare of the elements. 

Perhaps no advice, no reasoning, no study 
of the facts of the case will help the class 
referred to. Terror under certain condi- 
tions is sometimes constitutional and cannot 
be overcome.

| MISSIONERS LA8T WIGHT. 

Commissioner Laird Says Chief Con- 
nolly Will Be Tried for Perjury. 


There was some fun at the police com- 
missioners’ regular monthly meeting last 
night. 

There were two interesting discussions—on 
the reserve system and the Sunday law.’ 

Commissioner Laird started both, and 
made a sensational beginning in the latter. 

He stated that members of the grand jury 
were investigating why the law was not en- 
forced last Sunday, and were going to make 
charges of perjury against Chief Connolly. 

They wanted to know if the chief’s 
oath of office had not been broken, and 
were going to find out. 

It created a big ripple, and there was a 
great deal of talk. But it ended in talk, 
and the matter stands just where it has 
been in regard to the Sunday law. 

You will not be arrested for 
cigars next Sunday, and things will 
just as they have in the past. 

The vote on the abolishment of the reserve 
system was a tie, but Laird says it will bob up 
serenely at the next meeting. 

The Meeting Opens. 

When the meeting was called to order by 
Chairman English last night, things hada 
rather ominous look. 

In the absence of Mayor Hemphill, who 
was out of the city, Mayor Pro Tem. Middle- 
brooks occupied his seat. 

The first part of the meeting was taken up 
in regular work, nothing startling occurring. 

Patrolman Herrington was tried for neglect 
of duty, in that he went to sleep while on 
duty. The patrolman pleaded guilty to the 
charge, but asked to makea statement. His 
excuse for the neglect was that he had 
been on duty eighteen hours the day 
before, and could only keep 
awake by moving. Héarin a 
noise in a storehouse he walked back of it and 
stood listening. While thus trying to ascer- 
tain the cause of the noise he fell asleep. 
When asked how he was on duty eighteen 
hours, he explained that from 12 o’clock at 
night till, 8 o'clock in the morning he was on 
his beat. From 8o’clock until 4 o’clock he 
was on the reserve, and could not sleep for the 
noise made. After this, by his own request, 
he was busy for some time working up a case. 

In consideration of his good work and char- 
acter and the excuse, thé patrolman was let off 
with seventeen days suspension from the time 
of the neglect, fifteen days of which have 

d. He was also reprimanded. 

Chief Connolly made his monthly report, 
and everything was shown to be in satisfactory 
shape.

The chairman 
began byjexplaining the matter of the law and 
the oath, and could see where nothing but 
right had been dene by the chief. 

Mr. Laird stated that he did not see how the 
state law could be avoided, and the chief had 
sworn to see the law enfo Last Sunday 
he had allowed the doors to be kept open and 
sales to be made, and ordered his men to make 
no arrests. 

Chairman English wanted to know if Mr. 
Laird wanted the entire law enforced, or if he 
wanted the line drawn at street cars, postoflice 
clerks, or where. 

Chief Connolly asked to be allowed to 

speak, and showed why he had no arrests 
made.

These were his orders and he obeyed them. 

Mr. Laird went back to the state law point. 
Chairman English wanted to know if the 
board of police commissioners, a creation of 
the council, was not under the body’s orders. 
If the commissioners couldn’t work in har- 
mony with the council, he thought they 
should resign in a body. 

The talk continued in the same line 
for many minutes. It was finally 
agreed that all were working for the 
best interests of the city, and that the ques- 
tion of the Sunday law must be carefully con- 
sidered. 

The council had passed a resolution, and the 
chief had received orders. 

The commissioners could do nothing, and 
the matter must rest as it is until the council 
fixes the law. 

As it is, the law exists, but the resolution of 
the council sets it aside so far as its enforce- 
ment is concerned. It’s a council matter, and 
the commission so came to the conclusion 
after a great amount of bickering.

Everything Ready at Chickamauga for the 
Encampment Next Week. 

Everything is now ready for the encamp- 
ment at Chickamauga. 

The first troops—the First Georgia regiment 
and the Seventh batallion—go into camp next 
Tuesday. 

Yesterday Adjutant General Kell shipped 
the last batch of tents. They will all be up 
within a day or two. In all there will be 250 
tents besides the regimental mess, for the of- 
ficers, which will be a wooden house. Then 
there will be a wooden kitchen and a mess 
hall foreach company. The mess hall will 
seat forty men. 

Colonel Kell says there will not be more 
than 550 men at the camp any one week, and 
with 250 tents and the various small buildings 
there will be ample accommodations. 

Each company will have a bathhouse with a 
shower bath, and indeed the men will have al- 
most as many conveniences as they would have 
at home. 

Each company is to carry its own cook. The 
allowance from the state appropriation will be 
75 cents a day foreach man. With that amount 
Colonel Koll thinks they should fare very 
well. 

Colonel Kell will goup on Saturday to see 
that everything isin readiness for the reception 
of the troops on Tuesday. Colonell Kell will 
not remain at the camp all the time, but will 
go up once a week with the governor. 

There are 2,962 white troops in the state, but 
not more than 2,000 of them are expected to 
attend the encampnent.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—The stock market today con- 
tinued to show uncertainty, which has become the 
principal factor in the making of values for securities, 
and while some confidence was shown at the opening 
and fractionally higher prices were established in the 
early dealings, the improvement in values induced re- 
alizations and selling was increased by an announce- 
ment that a sum of gold had been taken for export and 
that more would follow.

HER LIFE ON THE AMAZON. 


The Remarkable Experiences of Mrs. Piper 
in South American Wilds. 


From The Globe-Democrat. 

San Francisco, May 28.—Mrs. A. Dane 
Piper, a little woman with bronzed skin, is su- 
3 the unloading here of a cargo of 

uth American woods. She is past middle 
life, but very active, and she stays all day on 
the wharf and sees that logs of rare wood are 
properly arranged for hauling away. There 
are twenty-six kinds of wood represented, 
some with tawny spots and black marks ex- 
actly like the skin of a leopard, and others 
with vivid green markings. She knows every 


log. 

eHow do I know my logs?” she cried in 
amazement. ‘“‘Why, how do you tell your 
gloves from your boots? I have seen every one 
of these splendid trees alive, and I couldn’t 
forget one leaf of them.“ 

She has indeed seen them alive, for sheis 
the first white woman that ever went through 
South America. She went through it from 
ocean to ocean, and has explored the Amazon 
and its tributaries. 

My husband explored the Amazon for the 
overnment, she says, and I went with him. 
ur Indians deserted us after we had gone a 

few hundred miles, and we went on alone down 
the river in canoes. I never was so happy in 
my life. I loved the excitement and the won- 
derful scenery. Sometimes we were giad to 
get alligator meat for food. The Indians were 
nearly all friendly, and they came miles to see 
us. Theyused to bring great leaves full of 
water and try and wash off my white skin. 
They treated me like a queen. They would 
never suffer me to walk a step or do the least 
service. We lived a year in an Indian village 
deep in the great forests. The people are gen- 
tleand mild, though I stayed with one tribe 
awhile that were cannibals. There is another 
tribe that is leprous, every one covered with 
snow-white spots and scales. 

“I was out of sight of a white face, except 
that of my husband, for five years. I was in- 


terested in the savage women, and it is won- 


derful to see how quickly they learn new ideas. 
The men nearly all marry two wives. The first 
is always the ruler of the second, but they 
seem to get on well together. They have, as far 
as I could discover, no religion whatever. 
They seemed to worship nothing. I saw horri- 
ble and cruel sights in those five years. I do not 
believe, though, with Stanley, that expe- 
riences of that sort make women one whit less 
womanly. I think they make her see there is 
something in the world to consider besides her 
comfort and convenience. I live in Guayaquil 
now. We have a great forest of these splendid 
trees, and my husband is sending a few sam- 
les to this country. I shall send a 26-inch 
rd of this splendid hued wood to the 
world’s fair.

JUDGE SATURDAY. 
A New York Lawyer Wants to Carry Mr. 
Ryan Back to that State—What Is 
Said About the Case. 


Steve Ryan’s creditors are clamoring for his 
assets. 

And are giving the situation a careful and 
patient study. 

Several of the eastern men who have been 
put in the soup by the failure were admitted 
to the store yesterday and given an oppor 
tunity to glance at the stock. 7 

Sheriff Morrow was with them. 

The attorneys in the case are still busy with 
their papers, and when Judge Clarke calls the 
case next Saturday the legal recitals will be 
voluminous. 

Just now the creditors are watching with 
interest a contemplated criminal movement 
against Mr. Ryan, which will have its incep- 
tion in New York state. 

Ten days ago a New York attorney came to 
Atlanta, bringing with him claims amounting 
to $100,000 against Mr. Ryan. All these 
claims were unsecured, and the attorney went 
industriously and zealously to wérk to save all 
he could for those he represented. It did not 
take him long, however, to determine that he 
stood a mighty slim chance for anything like 
the amount of his claims. Then the attorney 
made a careful study of the Georgia laws gov- 
erning such cases. 

Just what the result of that study is.,no one 
knows, but, since the attorney’s departure 
for New York, it is openly stated that he will 
attempt to procure a warrant, under the New 
York laws, for Mr. Ryan, and carry him back 
to that state under a requisition. 

But whether the requisition would stand the 
test or not is unknown. 

It is currently rumored that some of Mr. 

tyan’s creditors will have something interest- 
ing to tell when the caseis cailed. These in- 
teresting facts have been gathered, itis said, 
after hard work, and have the Ryan books for 
their foundation. In the current stories the 
books of 1890 and of 1891 are considered and a 
comparison of the corresponding months of 
the two years ismade. The research is said 
to have been thorough. 

„For instance, said one of the gentlemen 
yesterday, ‘‘Mr. Ryan’s books show a marvel- 
ous change for April and May, 1891, when 
compared with the same months of 1890.“ 

How so?“ 

“Well, in April and May, 90, Mr. Ryan 
bought goods amounting to 860,000. In April 
of this year he bought $186,000, and in May of 
the same year his bills were $94,000. 

„These two months show a total purchase of 
$280,000.”’ 

In April the same authority says that Mr. 
Ryan paid out $15,000, and in June $10,000. 

Mr. Ryan,“ the gentleman went on, owes 
to about sixty creditors something like 8450, - 
000. These creditors are working hard for a 
receiver, and who can blame them. Only 
think of a merchant paying $25,000 on $450,000 
worth of debts, when he then had on hand all 
of $400,000 of stock. a 

„Then, too,“ said the gentleman, I think 
we will be able to show that Mr. Ryan checked 
ont of the bank the week before he failed 
$30,000. Then after that and on the day be- 
fore he gave upto the sheriff he checked out 
$20,000. 

„This $50,000 or more cannot be traced. 

Then, too, it will be claimed that Mr. 
Ryan made no returns to the banks during the 
last week of his house. 

Ifall these statements be true then the 
court may ask Mr. Ryan to disgorge, unless 
he can clearly sustain his declaration that he 
has given up everything. 

Mr. Ryan asserts that he has not another 
dollar in the world and that the sheriff is the 
custodian of all he has had. He talks very 
little about his trouble but when the crim- 
inal feature was suggested he smiled, saying: 

„J don’t think that that attorney will ever 
be able to find enough law to satisfy him. 
However, no one would take that trip quicker 
than I.“
